Re: Hamilton Citizen Congress 


This refers to the attached Notice of Motion passed by City 
Council which was referred to me for a report. 


I have consulted with Mr. D. Cole, Commissioner of Economic 
Development and Alderman M. Davison in order to arrive at the 
following conclusions. 


There is no need for another forum for the review of "new" 
ideas on job creation. There is a multitude of good ideas but 
a lack of resources to implement them. 


The citizen participation proposal must be viewed as a "working" 


model in the true sense of the word. Appointees should commit 
time and even resources to implementing one or more of the job 
creation ideas now on the shelf. As has been stated "we don't 
need more agendas (ideas), we need action". 


The Citizen Congress, as an overseer group, should assign 
responsibility to task forces composed of the membership. The 
Congress should insist on the task forces being held accountable 
for their assignments. The City should commit sufficient 
financial resources in the 1985 budget to supply support services 
to the task forces. The Congress would provide quarterly reports 
to Council in order to determine if the exercise is working. 
Council should be forthright in determining whether the concept 
should continue on the basis of their performance as judged 

from a quarterly performance review. 


For 1984, in view of constraints, the Congress might take form 

in order to prepare a report for Council requesting sustained 

help from the senior levels of government as indicated in the 
Resolution. This report should be completed this Fall in order to 
be in the hands of Council before year end.

913 Beach Boulevard, Hamilton 


Reasons for Designation 


The large two-storey frame house at 913 Beach Boulevard 
was built as a summer residence for Francis Edwin Kilvert, noted 
local lawyer and politician. | 

Located on the beach strip south of the canal and directly 
on the lakefront, Kilvert'’s “summer cottage” bears witness to 
the time when the Hamilton Beach flourished as a fashionable 
summer resort area, at its height during the late Victorian 
and Edwardian eras. 

The design is one of Hamilton's best examples of late 19th 
century resort architecture, essentially Queen Anne in style but 
entirely shingled over roof and walls in the manner of the east 
coast Shingle Style. Architectural details type of the Queen Anne 
style are the ornate, one-storey verandah carried around the side 
of the house, the half timber work in the gables, and the comple. 
massing of projecting gables and roofs. # 913 Beach Boulevard 
represents a style not commonly found in this area today but the 
Hamilton Beach still retains nearly a number.;af:such houses, some of 
which are located nearby. 

The first owner of the summer house was Francis Edwin Kilvert, 
a local lawyer who served as an alderman (1873-74), as mayor of 
Hamilton (1877-78),and a Member of Parliament (1878-1887). The 
house was sold in 1915 to Walter Connelly, a bank manager, and 
from 1918-48 the Donald family owned the residence.It has been 
converted to year-round use. 

Included in the designation are the original elements of the 
west and south facades and the verandah.

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172 Hess Street North, Hamilton 


Reasons for Designation 


The two-storey brick dwelling located at 172 Hess Street North 
was built in 1858 by Thomas Peat, carpenter. The house stands on 
a rise of land, overlooking the bay and, when built, was the 
northernmost residence on Hess Street. 

Features of architectural distinction are its prominent Siting, 
tall proportions, high end-chimneys, and the unusual detailing 
found over the door and under the eaves. Unique are the carved 
faces decorating the end brackets. 

From 1858 to 1886, # 172 Hess Street North served as the 
home of Thomas Peat, listed as carpenter and builder, and of 
Seth J. Whitehead and his family for the following twenty-five years. 
Born in England, Mr. Whitehead was first in the iron business 
there, then in America from 1858 to 1878, and when coming to 
Canada, he became a leader in the metal industry as superintendant 
of the Hamilton Iron Forging Company, founded 1879. He was 
responsible for the establishment of the rolling mill in 1885. 

From his house, he could overlook the iron works below located on 
the block bounded by Hess, Barton, Queen and Stuart Streets. 

Included in the designation are the front facade, roof, the 
end chimneys and architectural trim.

Reasons for Designation : 


The brick house at 150 Queen Street South was built in 1873 
for Andrew Greenhill and was originally one of a row-of four similar 
houses all belonging to the Greenhill family. 
The one-storey height, hip.roof and corner quoins are 
features of the “Ontario Cottage” style, so named because 
of its popularity in Ontario. It was a syle favoured by British 
colonists but not commonly used in the U.S. 
The house is reached by‘a setof stairs, originally wooden, 
which leads up to a front porch, supported by four wooden. columns. 
By the mid-1870's, this height of land on the west side of 
Queen Street was built up with a row of housing, at a time when 
the land to the east, south and north was still undeveloped. 
That 150 Queesn Street South still today is part of that original 
row mutually strengthens the impact of all.of them and .-. 
provides an effective contrast to the high-rise buildings . 
erected across the street. é 
Included in the designation are the east and north facades-- 
walls, roof, foundation, porch and stairs.

Alderman Charlton 
has agreed to be Chairman, following the attached resolution of C.A.P.I.C.

Explanatory Note - The Provincial Secretary for Resources Development has 
released the Niagara Escarpment Plan. Accordingly, on 1984 August 23, through a 
public notice, all parties interested in or affected by the Plan have been invited to 
make written representations to the Ontario Cabinet. These representations will be 
examined by the Cabinet along with the recommendations of the Provincial 
Secretary prior to a final decision on this matter. 


That the Building Commissioner be authorized to issue Demolition Permits for the 
demolition of residential buildings as outlined below for which application has been 
processed through the Building Department and the Planning and Development

At its meeting held 1983 September 27, City Council, in adopting Section 12 of the 
Nineteenth Report of the Planning and Development Committee, approved that the 
Task Force on Derelict Buildings be requested to investigate the impact of a policy 
change from "Response Only to Complaints" for the enforcement of the Property 
Standards By-law to other methods, such as Designated Area Enforcement of By-law 
No.74-74 (Property Standards By-law), in order that small building deterioration and 
other minor problems could be corrected prior to complaints being received, and 
prior to those problems developing into requirements for major repairs or 
demolition. 


In keeping with Council's direction, the Task Force on Derelict Buildings respectfully 
recommends the following:- 


(a) When a tax arrears certificate is registered on title - an inspection of the 


building be carried out by a Property Standards Officer to determine if 
occupied and/or suitable for occupancy, and a report be prepared; 
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(b) After the one year redemption period - a re-inspection and a recommendation 
be made for rehabilitation, demolition, or be sold with registered orders or a 
certificate of compliance as part of sale documents; 


(ec) Derelict buildings without a tax arrears certificate issued on them, and 
without response to notices and orders - a recommendation be submitted by 
Property Standards Officers as to securing, legal action, rehabilitation, or 
demolition, to the Planning and Development Committee for a decision; 


(d) Designated area enforcement be confined to the properties abutting the 
property of complaint; 


(e) To conduct a survey to identify buildings which appear to be in a derelict 
condition during the neighbourhood planning, secondary planning and 
community improvement planning process; 


(f) Where derelict buildings become the property of the City through property tax 
default, the following procedure should be implemented: 


Residential tenants, if any, should be relocated to suitable public or 
private accommodation; 


(g) The City of Hamilton should request the Province of Ontario to amend Bill 102 
as it pertains to property taxation, so that municipal expenditures to render 
property safe and/or seal buildings could be collected "as taxes" and not "ina 
like manner as taxes"; 


(h) Disband the Task Force on Derelict Buildings. 


That the Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing be requested to consider 
amending the Municipal Act or the Planning Act 1983 in order to provide for more 
assistance to tenants of apartment buildings, to ensure first right of refusal of 
parking spaces. 


That an Offer to Purchase lands of the Corporation of the City of Hamilton, duly 
executed on 1984 August 28, by Enfield Properties Limited, and scheduled for 


closing on 1984 November 05, be completed.

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As seven of the nine nominees of City Council are no longer salaried officers or 
employees of the Corporation, it is reeommended that those 7 shares of the 
nominees of Council be transferred to alternates to complete the reorganization of 
the Coronation Park Housing Company Limited.

The Parks and Recreation Committee presents its SEVENTEENTH Report for 1984 and 
respectfully reeommends:

NOTE: This recommendation is in response to the initiative of the Ad-Hoe Grants 


Sub-committee to review policies and procedurers relative to municipal grants, with 
a view to consider consolidating grant requests under one committee. 
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Information was sought from various Ontario municipalities including the Region of 
Hamilton-Wentworth, with the resuit that the procedures, instructions, guidelines 
and application forms of the City of Hamilton were revised and streamlined with 
respect to grants. 


If was felt that two separate application forms should be maintained, one for 
"veneral" grant requests which require fairly extensive documentation including 
detailed financial information, and another for the "convention or reception" type 
grants related to smaller organizations where a more concise application form would 
be appropriate. 


Initial review of requests for financial assistance would be carried out by a Grants 
Review Group composed of the Chief Administrative Officer, the Treasurer and the 
Director of Culture and Recreation; this group would monitor the requests for 
completeness and eligibility prior to forwarding to the Grants Sub-committee. It is 
recommended that all requests for grants be considered by the Grants Sub- 
committee who will make recommendations to the Finance Committee for final 
approval by City Council. 


With respect to some of the events falling under the Special Events budget, and the 
Coaches Banquet and Hall of Fame Induction Ceremonies now the responsibility of 

the Finance Committee, which could all be classified as services provided by the 

City rather than an actual grant, it is being recommended that the responsibility for 
these events be transferred to the Culture and Recreation Department. This 
department would be best able to evaluate the services provided; in addition, the 
secretarial services for the present Special Events budget are already being provided - 
by the Department of Culture and Recreation. Nis

1. LEGISLATION 
POWER TO MAKE GRANTS 


City Council has legislative authority to make grants under Section 113 
of The Municipal Act, which states, in part: 


113. - (1) Notwithstanding any special provision in the Act or in any 
other general or special Act related to making of grants or granting of 
aid by the council of a municipality, the council of every municipality 
may, subject to section 112, make grants, on such terms and conditions 
as to security and otherwise as the council may consider expedient, to 
any person, institution, association, group or body of any kind, 
including a fund, within or outside the boundaries of the municipality 
for any purpose that, in the opinion of the council, is in the interest 
of the municipality. 


(2) The power to make a grant includes, 


(a) the power to guarantee a loan and to make a grant by way of 
loan and to charge interest on the loan; 


(6) the power to sell or lease land for nominal consideration or 
to make a grant of land, where the land being sold, leased or 
granted is owned by the municipality but is no longer required 
for its purposes, and includes the power to provide for the 
use by any person of land owned or occupied by the 
municipality upon such terms and conditions as may be fixed by 
the council; 


(c) the power to sell, lease or otherwise dispose of, at a nominal 
price, or to make a grant of, any furniture, equipment 
machinery, vehicles or other personal property of the 
municipality or to provide for the use thereof by any person 
on such conditions as may be fixed by the council; and 


(d) the power to make donations of foodstuffs and merchandise 
purchased by the municipality for such purpose. 


(3) A guarantee of loan made under this section shall be deemed to be a 
debt for the purposes of section 149 and, where the term of the 
loan in respect of which such guarantee is made may extend beyond 
the current year, such guarantee shall be deemed to be an act, the 
cost of which is to be raised in a subsequent year and shall be 
subject to the provisions of section 64 of the Ontario Municipal 
Board Act.

The Parks and Recreation Committee presents its TWENTIETH Report for 1984 
and respectfully recommends:

REASONS FOR DESIGNLTION 


The historic brick home, located at 200 ifain Street West et Hess Street, 

was built in 1871 for owmer R.G. Jackson of Brantford, Ontario. The original 
tenant wes a merchant nemed James Walker. From the 1880's to the 1910's, F 
tke house was the residence of barker W. J. Lindsay, followed by S. George 

Mills until the 1930's. From 19/,1-74 the preperty was knewn as the Hilltop 


Tourist Home. 


In design, # 200 Main West displays some of the most popular architectural 
features of the time—gothic pointed arches, cultiple gables, paired 
brackets and bay windows——which were skillfully combined to produce a 

a charsting Victorian house in the vernacular style. Although altered today, 
the originel exterior features are for the most part still intacte 


Originally, the neighbourhood was a fashioneble, residential one. 
Situeted on a height of land, the area continued to attract development 
throughout the nineteenth century. Many of these distinguished houses 
have survived to the present-day, those to the north having been 
rehabilitated as the historic Hess Village district. As a result, # 200 
iain West has become an important element in the context of Hess Village, 
serving as a highly visible anchor property situated at the south 
emtrance to the area.

That Zoning Application 84-61, 39 Stanley Avenue Limited, owner, requesting a 
modification to the "D" (Urban Protected Residential - One and Two-Family 
Dwellings, ete.) District regulations applicable to property located at No.39 Stanley 
Avenue, as shown on the attached plan marked as APPENDIX "D" be denied for the 
following reasons: 

(a) The proposed further increase in capacity of the residential care facility to 20 
residents represents a capacity limitation applicable to zoning districts 
designed for higher densities under Zoning By-law No.6593.

cookies on both occasions and that this expense be charged to Account No. 0378- 
1146. 


That City Council consent to the amalgamation of Union Gas Ltd. and that the City

(ii) The necessary funds required prior to the Conference year to promote 
and publicize same, and to engage the services, as required, of temporary 
staff to assist in the planning, implementation and controlling of the 
Conference be provided. 


(d) That maximum use be made of the Hamilton Convention Centre for the 
purpose of hosting such Conferences. 


(e) That in planning entertainment for the Conference, priority consideration be 
given to the vast resources of performers representative of our City: 


i.e. ethnic organizations, choral and theatre groups, Police, Choir, ete. 


That the new licence fees as set out in the column headed Hamilton (proposed) 
appended hereto as Schedule "A", be approved for implementation effective January 
1, 1985. 


Explanatory Note - For the information of the members of City Council, estimated 
1984 revenue is $537,389 against expenditures of $764,000 which includes work 
carried out by the Licensing, Fire, Health, Traffic, Police, Building and Social 
Services Departments. If the proposed increases are approved for implementation 
on January 1, 1985, the estimated revenue for 1985 will be $602,091 against 
estimated costs for 1985 of $802,000 (1984 costs plus 5%). Therefore, the estimated 
1985 deficit in the licensing function will be $200,109: 


That no renumeration be paid to the members of the Hamilton Court of Revision. 


(a) That the principle of higher fines as outlined in the resolution from the City of 
Searborough be supported in principle but that the amount of the fines 
requested in their resolution as outlined below, not be supported.

(b) That the City Clerk be directed to send a letter addressed to the Honourable 
C. Bennett, Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing, indicating the City's 
support for increasing fines under The Planning Act for breaches of Property 
Standard By-laws and further, that the fines under The Planning Act are 
brought in line with those outlined under The Ontario Building Code Act.

Municipal Grants be forwarded to Mr. B. Rae, M.P.P. and Mr. M. Breaugh, M.P.P. in 
response to their correspondence dated 1984 June 4. 


(a) THAT the City of Hamilton re-emphasize to the Association of Municipalities 
of Ontario (AMO) its position of not changing the basis of calculation for 
unconditional grants for Municipalities from the former method, to 
calculations based on households. 


(b) THAT the Province of Ontario base the floor considerations for 1985 
unconditional grants, based on 1984 unconditional grants received by 
Municipalities in 1984, including any special one-time grants assigned. 


(ec) THAT Municipalities in Ontario receive at least an increase in unconditional 
grants equivalent to the Consumer Price Index as officially calculated by the 
Federal Government (Stats Can) for the 12 months ended June 30 of the 
preceding year. 


(d) THAT the detailed basis of calculation for unconditional grants for 
Municipalities be announced by the Province of Ontario on or before November 
1 of the year preceding the year relative to the grant calculation. 


(e) THAT the Province of Ontario be requested to announce floor considerations 
for unconditional grants for Municipalities for at least two years beyond the 
current grant year. <

on China.

The property is listed on the City's Inventory of Architec- 
turally and Historically Significant Buildings and is located in 
the Gore Park district, considered to be one of the most important 
streetscapes in the city. 


Victoria Hall has the distinction of being the only known 
example in the downtown of an applied metal facade, dating from 
the 1880's. The building counts among the last of the robustly 
decorative, High Victorian commercial blocks that once were prom- 
inent on the Gore. The elaborate metal decoration, designed to 
imitate highly ornate stone carving, kept pace with splendidly 
baroque masonrywork of the Post Office, erected next door just 
the vear before, (demolished 1930's). Originally, the building 
had an ornamental parapet across the front that read "1887 
Valctortamhallcn 


Located on the south side of King Street East between 
Hughson and John Streets, 68 King Street East belongs to a row 
of seven pre-modern structures which together form a sizable 
heritage-nucleus that exerts a considerable impact on the Gore 
streetscape.

The two-storey brick dwelling located at 172 Hess Street North 
was built in 1858 by Thomas Peat, carpenter. The house stands on 
a rise of land, overlooking the bay and, when built, was the 
northernmost residence on Hess Street. 

Features of architectural distinction are its prominent siting, 
tall proportions, high end-chimneys, and the unusual detailing 
found over the door and under the eaves. Unique are the carved 
faces decorating the end brackets. 

From 1858 to 1886, # 172 Hess Street North served as the 
home of Thomas Peat, listed as carpenter and builder, and of 
Seth J. Whitehead and his family for the following twenty-five years. 
Born in England, Mr. Whitehead was first in the iron business 
there, then in America from 1858 to 1878, and when coming +o 
Canada, he became a leader in the metal industry as superintendant 
of the Hamilton Iron Forging Company, founded 1879. He was 
responsible for the establishment of the rolling mill in 1885. 

Prom his house, he could overlook the iron works below located on 
the block bounded by Hess, Barton, Queen and Stuart Streets.

By County Court Writ issued February 9, 1981 Eduardo LoForte as Plaintiff 
brought action against the City as Defendant claiming damages for personal 
injuries he suffered in a fall on the sidewalk near 211 James Street North due 
to ice and snow. 


On May 31, 1984 the writ was amended to add Herman H. Levy, the owner of 
211 James Street North as Co-Defendant. 


Mr. LoForte fractured two ribs and his left thumb. 


It is recommended that his claim be settled for $3 570 inclusive of interest and 
costs with Mr. Levy paying $1 500 and the City $2 070 inclusive of interest and 
costs. 


By County Court Writ of Summons issued January 8, 1979 John Lorne Young 
and Arthur Chrysler Plymouth Ltd. commenced action against Alexander S. 
Berry and the Corporation of the City of Hamilton. Mr. Young claimed 
damages for personal injuries as well as reimbursement for lost wages and 
other expenses. Arthur Chrysler Plymouth Ltd. claimed for reimbursement of 
damages to their vehicle and rental, which claim was settled in the amount of 
$686.86 and paid by the City in July of 1979 as approved by the Board of 
Control on August 23, 1978 and July 11, 1979. The accident oecurred on 
Cannon Street at or near its intersection with Hughson Street on January 6, 
1978, 


As this matter was scheduled for trial during the week of November 13, 1984, 
a@ pretrial was held before Judge Borkovich on November 8, 1984. As a result 
of same it is recommended that the claim of John Lorne Young be settled in 
the amount of $20 342.40 inclusive of interest and costs and inclusive of a 
claim by O.H.I.P. regarding expenses incurred on behalf of Mr. Young's son 
Toby in the amount of $31.23. 


By County Court Writ issued December 14, 1978, legal action was commenced 
on behalf of the City and James Pook against Janet Ann Hannah and Allen 
James Hawthorne. 


Mr. Pook, an employee of the Public Works Department suffered injuries to his 


knees after the City vehicle he was driving was struck by a vehicle owned by 
Allen James Hawthorne and drived by Janet Ann Hannah on January 7, 1977.
